Applicants thank the Examiner for providing suggested amendments to the 
claims. Applicants submit the claims as amended fully comply with 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second 
paragraph. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

The Office Action rejected the specification under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph as 
being indefinite. The Examiner noted that trademarks recited in the specification where not in a 
proper format. Applicants have amended the specification as suggested by the Examiner.
